A Chat With Ex- Governor Hendricks—Im- 
mense Demonstrations in His Favor

A Systematic endeavor to obtain some data which 
would enable me to determine approximately at 
what rate of discount the representations of the re- 
spective campaign managers should be received. 
The Democratic claim of not less than three thou- 
sand majority is opposed, it will be remembered. by 
& Republican claim ofa minimum of ten thou- 
sand the other way. . The result 
of my inquiries is a very strange one. 
In nearly every case where I questioned a Republic- 
an worker I found that. while he could not specify 
any locality in which the Republicans were to make 
any decided gain, and while he was not prepared to 
say that there was going to be much change in his 
own county, he was ready With the confident asser- 
tion that somewhere or other his party was going to 
gain a sufficient number of yotes to the State 
by all the way from 5,000 to 15,000. This declaration 
was reeled off with such uniformity as to suggest a 
lesson learned by rote. The only place where I found 


Republicans ready to locate any part of the gains 
they prophesied was at Evausville where nearly all of 
them said they would largely reduce the Democratic 
majority of 1,050 in the district, and a few expressed 
a belief that the majority would be entirely over- 
come. In this connection it may be remarked that 
the colored population of Evansville has 
experienced a large increase during the 
— two years, and that the negro vote in that 
own alone is now estimated at between twelve and 
fourteen hundred. The Democrats of that district, 
however, are more active and better i than 
any place I have yet been, and while 18 
Possible loss of three hundred votes because of 
almost exclusively German character of the county 
ticket, they laugh at the idea ofa Republican vic- 
tory in the district. They were the only Democrats 
that I found who conceded any loss. 

THE ALMOST UNIFORM REPLY TO MY INQUIRIES 
among Democrats of other counties was that they

With the single exception noted, the 
reports given me afforded very strong support to

EvaxsvtLA x. October 27.—On my way from In- 
dianapolis on Saturday I overtook at Sullivan, Ind., 
a part of the Hendricks party which started early 
that morning on atriumphai mafch from Terre 
Haute to Evansville. It is no exaggeration to say 
that fully 15,000 people were gathered in the open

At Vincennes I fou 
that the crowd was much larger, the notable features 
of the procession being a large nuuiber of campaign 
clubs of young ladies, all in tasty uniforms, who 
marched with the men and sang campaign songs,on 
which they were weil drijied. Ad immense platform 
bad been handsumely carpeted, was canopied by 

as and was provided with a large organ to lead a 
gie cluv of 5. Fuliy six acres of human beings 
were gathered around this, the most of whem could 
not hear a word of the speeches. I mentson this 
to show what campaigning in Southern 
Indiana is like. It remained for Kvansville to cap 
the climax, and the Republicans of the city concede 
that nothing has ever been seen in the State to 
equai the wonderful demonstration of that night. 
There were immense delegations here from at least 
three States, and for two hours the sky was ablaze 
unceasingly with all maanerof pyrovechnics.

EE DED OUT. 
Over 15,000 Voters Stricken Off the 
Poll Books. 


Dr. Brooks Wants the People to Vote as 
They Pray--Some of the People Who Are 
Going to Springfield—The Democratic 
Meeting—Political Notes. 


The Board of Revision has completed its work,and 
a number of voters variously estimated from 15,000 
to 18,000 have been stricken from registry, leaving 
the registered vote of the city of St. Louis at about 
50,000. The wards which have suffered most are the 
Tenth and Twelfth,where a very large number of vo- 
ters have been stricken from the lists.To-day and to- 
morrow the gentlermen who have composed the Board 
‘of Revision will sit as a Board of Review and hear 
all complaints which may be brought before them 
as to the improper revision of the register lists. It 
is not believed by the board that many complaints 
will be forthcoming, and indeed, the members think 
that an hour's n to-day and to-morrow will be 
ail that will be necessary to hear all the petitions 
that may be offered. The law states that the Board 
shall sit for ten days as a Board of Revision, and for 
two days asa Board of Review, and that twelve 
days after begiuning its work it shall adjourn sine 
die. Thus there is left but one day of life before the

In the meantime the Recorder of Voters, 
Mr. Hoblitzelle, is bus in getting 
out the printed poll books to the printer.

force of clerks has been put on, and a room in the 
third story of the City Hali has been set apart for 
the work of getting this matter into .

GOT THE BENEFIT. 


A Case of Considerable Interest to Mem- 
bers of Secret Societies.

THE HELLMUND SLANDER SUIT. 


A Curious Law Question Settled by a Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

Judge Thayer this morning overruled the de. 
murrer to the petition in the case of Louis Bernhard 
Kleemeyer against Charles and Caroline Hellmund. 
The suit is one for slander, Mrs. Hellmund having 
accused Mrs. Kleemeyer of embezzling $76. The 
demurrer was made on the ground that the petitioner 
failed to state a cause of action and that the hus 
band of defendant was wrongly joined in the suit. 
Judge Thayer held that it was not necessary to aver 
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Congress Saloon, which is situated on the north- 
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bezzie at the time the offense was alleged to have 
been committed. As to the second point he says: 
“For the torts of the wife not committed in the 

resence of the husband, or by his direction, the 

usband and wife may be sued jointiy. Torts com- 
mitted in the husband’s presence are presumptively 
committed under duress of the husband, and he is 
prima facie liable. In this case the petition does 
not show whether the husband was present or other- 
wise. For aught that appears, husband and wife 
are properly joined as defendants. The demurrer 
is overruled,” 


A MURDEROUS ATTACK. 


Christy Avenue the Scene of a Desperate 
Stabbing Affray This Morning. 

About 8 o'clock this morning three white men 
named Henry Borgadine, Manning Gore and John 
Byron, assaulted a negro named John Smith, on 
Sixth and Christy avenue, and during the fight 
Smith stabbed Gore twice in the left breast and once 
in the groin. From the statements of those who 
witnessed the cutting, itis hard to tell whether it 
was justifiable or not. The proprietor of the 


west corner of Sixth and Christy avenue, says that 
about half past 2 o‘clock the three white men came 
into his saloon in a half intoxicated condition and 
seemed bent on cutting up a row. They started in 
to play a game of pool, but an angry discussion 
arose, and they threw the pool balls all over the 
floor. were promptly ejected 
by the bar-keeper and stood 
onthe corner for some time, —— threats. 
They finally moved on, but had gone but a very 
short distance when they met a colored man, named 
John Smith with whom they quarreied, with tue 
resuit as given above. 

Officer Bowling gives quite a different statement 
of the affair, This account of the affray is as fol- 
lows: Gore and his two companions, 
John Byron, Henry Borgadine, were walkin 
on Christy avenue when they were met by Smi 
and two other negroes. Smith deliberately run 
against the men and exclaimed: Get out of my 
way, you——white——.”’ Byron, one of the white 
men, then struck Smith and he in turn attacked 
Gore, who up to this time had taken no part in the 
fight. The three necroes then hurried away. Officer 

oagiand shortiy after came up, and both he 
and Dowling then started in pursuit of the 
negroes, Dowling taking Morgan street and Hoag- 
land Christy avenue. At Twelfth and Morgan Offi- 
cer Dowling saw the men a short distance in ad- 
vance of him, and at the same moment saw Officers 
Dawson and Downey onthe corner. He called to 
them to stop the men, and they caught two of them, 
and after a short chase succeeded in capturin 
Smith. The two others, who proved to be Lewis 
Smith and Louis Valle; said that Jobn 
Smith had done the cutting, and Sti 
had the knife in his pocket. Their statement about 
the knife was correct as it was found by the officers 
in his ssion. The three men were then taken 
to the Third District Police Station and locked up. 

Gore, the wounded man, was taken into the saloon 
mentioned above and a Dispensary wagon sum- 
moned. It arrived shortly after and ne was con- 
veyed to the City Hospital, where at last accounts 
he was lying in a very precarious coudition.

Passenger Trains on the Levee. 
Sr. Louis, October 27, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

To-day the ordinance permitting the Wabash to 
run ten trains daily to and from Vine street on the 
levee will be taken up by the Council Committee on 
Railroads. This looks on the face of it as if the 
Wabash was willing to sacrifice almost anything to 
accommodate their patrons living on the line of 
their road between here and St. Charles, but I can 
assure you that it is not the interest of these people 
that they have at heart, but they are going to do 
their level best to thwart the operation of the St. 
Louis Transfer Railway Company; and to accom- 
plish this they will sacrifice their own interests and 
and that of their patrons. which amounts to ten, 
yes, twenty fold that of the passenger traffic from 
Vine to North Market street. Start in at Vine street 
and go north and see for yourself the amount of 
business that will be retarded by running a n- 
ger train every hour over the main track from Vine 
to North Market street. Going north you first come 
to the St. Louis Elevator.receiving grain hourly from 
the four points of the compass—from the Iron 
Mountain on the south, the Pacific on the west, the 
Wabash on the north, and by the 


Wiggins and Madison County ferries on 
the east, all 1 over the main 
track of the Wabash They are also sendin 


out over the same routes loaded cars hourly ina 
these directions. Then you come to McPheeters'’ 
Warehouse, the Union Warehouse, constantly re- 
ceiving and discharging loaded cars; farther on are 
the large icehouses, the Wiggins, and the Madison 
County Transfer Companies, the Gas Works, the 
Victoria Flour Mills, and right here the last four 
companies named handle from 200 to 500 cars daily.

fices, provided they are found to possess 
the necessary capacity for the proper dis-. 
charge of its duties, and that the pref- 
erence shall in all cases be obligatory on the ap- 
pointing power. While the abounding generosity of 
the United States Government towards its soldiers 
and sailors has my hearty sympathy and approval, 
I beg leave to say, without scrutinizing further the 
provisions of this bill, that, should 1 be elected by 
the people of this district to represent them in Con- 
ess, I shall undoubtedly vote inst House Bill 
No. 2404, introduced January 7, 1884, by the Hon. 
William McAdoo. As an abstract proposition, I beg 
leave to add that I would much rather vote a pen- 
sion to the soldier who kept the fieid than to the one 
who surrendered.
